Mr. MacFarlane moved that any 
moneys that are received from the 
Ontario Goyernment be spent over the 
entire system of the county under the 
supervision of the county superinten- 
dent.—Carried.

Mr. Parker said he did not think it 
would be wise to buy another stone 
crusher when we could not furnish the 
superintendent with enough work to 
keep the one crusher busy. 

Dr. Faulkner said he was surprised 
to hear the Warden talk in that man- 
ner. He had said he was going to 
work in the interests of economy, but 
this didn't look like it. He said the 
county could buy two stone crushers 
but it would not keep the farmers’ 
taxes down by doing so. With the 
present administrations in power and 
the good times we are having it was 
time to reduce the taxes. - 

D. J. Fairfield, who asked the coun- 
ty to return $150 paid by him during 
the past six years, modified his claim 
to a return of a fine and costs imposed 
upon him, amounting to $11.80, for 
not paying his license. That amount 
was granted to him. 

At the session of the County Coun- 
eil on Friday morning a deputation 
from the City Council, composed of 
Aldermen Sinclair, Sulman and Gal- 
braith, waited upon the Council for 
the purpose of getting an opinion from 
the County Council as to the advisa- 
bility of erecting a house of industry 
for the poor of the county, 

Alderman Sinclair said the Council 
had a communication from Mayor 
Graham in reference to a house of in- 
dustry. No doubt the cost of the 
maintenance of the county poor was a 
og gag of expense. The city pays 
$1, a year for the city poor. I[t 
was thought that if the city and 
county would act together the cost 
would be less for each and the poor 
would be better looked after. The 
city would like to have the Council's 
opinion in regard to the matter. 

Alderman Sulman said the matter 
had not been gone into at any length 
as yet by the City Council. It was 
thought before taking any definite 
action that the city would wait to see 
if the county was in harmony with 
the scheme. 

Dr. Faulkner said the matter was 
one that had been considered by the 
Council in the past. He believed that 
the poor cOuld be looked after better 
at less cost than at present. 

Mr. Pearce said he believed the poor 
could be lodked after better than they 
are at present with less cost. Many 
poor have had to go to jail because 
they were poor. This was a sad state 
of affairs. He thought this matter 
shonld be discussed in committee, and 
the matter could be dealt with at a 
future session of the Council. 

Mr. Whytock said they would be 
interfering with the business of the 
different municipalities. This Coun- 
cil had nothing to do with the poor. 

Alderman Galbraith said there was 
& more serious aspect to the case than 
the expenditure of afew dollars and 
that was the sending of the unfortun- 
ate poor to the county jail to mix up 
with criminals just because they were

next taken up. John Johnston, Wm. 
Mackintosh and F. E. Seymour were 
appointed on the board. 

he bylaw to appoint a member of 
the county audit and high school trus- 
tees was passed. Mr. W. R. Ayls- 
worth was eee on the county 
audit, Mr. Morden Bird was appointed 
for Stirling High School, Mr. Arthur 
Coe for Madoc High school, Mr. R. W. 
Lioyd for Deseronto High School and 
Mr. A. 8. White for Trenton High 
School. 

The usual grants to the minor muni- 
cipalities, amounting to $2,005, were 
passed by the Council. 

Some of the members thought the 
amount was a large one, and that a 
provision should be put in that no 
more grants would be given this year. 

Mr. Lancaster said when one took 
into consideration the state of the 
roads in the northern part of the 
county the amount was not a large 
one. He did not think the uorthern 
municipalities should be put under 
any cast-iron rule. The north neyer 
received any more than it was en- 
titled to. 

It'was moved by Mr. Blair, seconded 
by Mr. Parker, that the various minor 
municipalities haye their grants [to 
roads other than county gravel roads 
increased or lowered proportionately 
to the equalization of 1901. This mo- 
tion to apply to Divisions 1, 2, 8, 4, 5 
and only. Amount to be so appor- 
tioned for that purpose to be $4,000. 

Mr. Pearce moved in amendment, 
seconded by Dr. Faulkner, that the 
matter be deferred the June session. 
Carried. 

The petition from the ratepayers of 
Rawdon, asking for $100 for the im- 
provement of a road, was considered. 

It was moved by Mr. Mallory, sec- 
onded by Mr. Murphy, that no action 
be taken. 

Mr. Pearce said the matter should 
not be dealt with sospeedily. He was 
in favor of leaying the matter over 
until the June session. 

Mr. Mallory withdrew his motion 
and the matter will be considered at 
the June session. 

At the concluding session of the 
County Council on Saturday Mr. J. C. 
Hanley, chairman of the special com- 
mittee appointed to look into the 
matter of the complaints from the 
Madoc ModelSchool 8 reported 
as follows: — That they have heard 
the deputation in corroboration of the 
statements in their petition which 
they asserted did not fully cover the 
cause of complaint, and while they 
submitted no proof of the truth of 
their statements, they strongly as- 
serted their ability to do so if oppor- 
tunity was given them. Your com- 
mittee is of the oe that .com- 
plaints so specificially made cannot be 
ignored in justice to either parties, 
and therefore recommend the appoint- 
ment of a small committee to investi- 
gate the matter in such place and 
manner as the Council may direct, 
and report at the June session.”— 
Carried. 

The matter of building a county 
poor house was next taken up. 

Mr. Hanley said he believed the 
time had come to act in this matter. 
He believed a small committee should 
be appointed to meet the City Coun- 
cil to discuss the matter and he 
would make a motion to this effect. 
Mr. Pearce seconded it. 

The Warden, Mr. Parker, Mr. 
Whytock, Mr. Denyes and Mr. Blair 
opposed taking any action before the 
townships were heard from. 

Mr. Hanley's motion was lost.

Insanity is not a mental disease, but 
a disease of the brain, the physical 
organ. Consequently, given a pre- 
disposition, bad air, defective food, 
uncomfortable housing, bad environ- 
ment of any kind which tends to 
weaken the physical strength, 
which is found most frequently in 
the cities, increases just so much the 
chance of insanity.

82, 33. “With great power gave 
the apostles witness of the resurrec- 
tion of the Lord Jesus, and great 
grace was upon them all.!“ In these 
days we can scarcely imaging several 
thousands of believers of one heart 
and one soul to serve (le Lord, no 
one clinging to his own things, but 
each loving the other as himself and 
all having all things in common. If 
it was the power of Hie resurrection 
that did this, they must have known 
something that few know to-day.” 

84-37 . Posséssors of lands and 
houses sold their property and put 
the ‘proceeds in the common fund 
that the need of each might be sup- 
plied and that no one might have 
any lack. There was no sélfishness 
and no self-seeking. This seems all 
more remarkable when we con- 
ider the strife for pre-eminence that 
Was seen more than once among the 
twelve before Jesus died; yes, even 
at the passover on the night before 
His resurrection, but now they were 
all filled with the spirit, and, hence 
this great difference.

Levi signifies joined, and he illus- 
trated the truth, “He that is joined 
to the Lord is one Spirit“ (I. Cor. 
vi, 17). Our Lord Jesus not only 
gave up all His riches and became 
poor to make us rich, but He actual- 
ly gave Himself for us, taking the 
Place of the guilty that we might be 
joined to Him (II. Cor. viii, 9; Gal. 
ti, 20). 

v, 1, 2. “But Ananias and Sap- 
phira.”’ The tares and the wheat 
will grow together until the harvest. 
Until Jesus comes again many a 
bird will lodge in the branches, but 
no bird ever becomes a branch. The 
commands, Walk before Me, and be 
thou sincere’ and Thou shalt be 
sincere with the Lord thy Pod.

End of Luxuries in the Field in 
South Africa. 

At last we are going to war, 
war fashion, writes Bennett 
leigh in the London Telegraph.

Where the 
troops don’t come too often they 
drive and herd their stock and culti- 
vate, raising forage and mealies.

HOUSEHOLD 


FOR MEAT SEASONINGS. 


Few housewives appreciate the val- 
ue of bay loaves in the pastry. They 
are the dry, hard leaves in which 
black licorice is packed, amd enough 
can be bought for a few cents to 
last for years. A piece the site of a 
postage stamp wil season à large 
pot roast or soup. 

Next time you roast a piece of 
beef down in the pot, firat put in a 
slice of fat pork, a amall onion slic- 
ed, a piece of bay leaf, a sprig of 
parsley and two or three cloves. Dry 
together a few moments, stirring 
carefully to prevent burning, then lay 
in the meat, and cover with water 
that is boiling hard. Boil until the 
mont is thoroughly tender and the 
water boiled away, then set back on 
the stove, and let it fry down slow~ 
ly. In thickening the gravy, use 
cornstarch instead of flour now and 
then, and use milK instead of water 
occasionally, with either flour or 
cornstarch.

ly, or buy old calery seed, by the 
pound of seedsmen. It can be had 
at a low price, as celery seed does 
not germinate when two years old, 
and a little goes a long way.

Baked Custard—Scald the milk, 
and to every 1 pt add 2 beaten eggs.

It is creamy and delicious. 

Lemon Custard—The juice of one 
lemon, 2-3 cup sugar, 1 cup cold 
Water, 1} tablespoons of cornstarch 
dissolved in a little extra water, 3 
eggs and 4 pinch of salt. Use the 
white of only 1 egg in the custard, | 
and after it is baked, beat the other 
2 whites of eggs to a stiff froth, add 
1 tablespoon sugar, spread over the 
top, and brown in a quick oven. 

Baked Apple Custard—Take 3 qts 
stewed apples and mash them with a 
spoon through a colander; add 1 ib 
sugar, 4 or 6 eggs, 1 teacup melted 
butter, 2 lemons (the juice and 
pulp). Mix these well. Havo the pie 
pans filled with pastry and put the 
custard in. Bake slowly. 

Apple float: Pare and core 1 doz 
large apples; let them cook until 
they can be pierced with a straw, 
then take them off and beat with an 
egg beater until very Smootk. 
Sweefen to taste, and add the well 
beaten white of 1 egg to every cup 
apple. Flavor with grated nutmeg, 
put in a dish, and dot over with 
small specks of red jelly.

JAMES WATT. 


Something About the Inventor of 


the Steam Engine. 


The career of James Watt, the 
Scottish inventor, to whom in a4 
large degree we owe the perfection of 
the steam engine, Was a fulfillment 
of early promise in which hard work 
supplemented an undoubted genius. 
Greenock was the place of his birth 
and ~Feavary 19, 1736, the date. 
Physical wenkness precluded his join- 
ing in the pastimes of Ris fellbws, 
and consequently he turned his tz 


tention to other things, at an early]? 


age. Mechanics, mathematics, bot- 
any, chemistry, mineralogy, medi- 
eine and natural philosophy, abstract 
subjects, all of them, and beyond 
even the average adult mind of his 
day. became his sources of entertain- 
ment and study. His parents depart- 
ed from the customs of his time and 
Allowed the boy to order his own 
pursuits. On one occasion his father 
brought him a set of tools, and this 
for a time became his peculiar de- 
light to take them apart, gefit them 
and invent others. At fourteen he 
had constructed an electrical ma- 
chine, and at eighteen went to Glas- 
gow to manufacture mathematical 
instruments. ~ . 

It is related of him that on one oc- 
¢asion he was visiting his aunt in 
Glasgow. He was the bane of her 
life, because of what she termed his 
idleness. One evening at the tea 
table she said to him, James Watt, 
I never saw such an idle boy. Take 
a book or employ yourself usefully ; 
vou have not spoken one word for 
the last hour, but fooled with the 
lid of that kettle.“ James Watt was 
taking that lid off and replacing it, 
holding now a cup, and now a silver 
spoon over the steam, watching it 
rise from the spout, and catching 
the drops of water that fell into the 
cup or spoon. 

THE ACCOUNT OF HIS LIFE. 
in which this incident occurs, does 
not even hint that this resulted in 
any practical manner, but goes on to 
say that when in later years he be- 
came an expert mechanic, the pro- 
fessor of natural philosophy in Glas- 
gow University employed him to put 
in working order a model of the 
Newcomen steam engine. Then he 
began to study the application of 
steam and possible improvements of 
existing appliances, with the result 
that he invented the double-acting 
steam engine, the separate conden- 
sor, parallel motion, the regulating 
action of the governor, and many 
other improvements. At another 
time he was commissioned to build 
an organ, and having a poor car,“ 
he set himself to study harmonies. 
Then he built the organ. He was 
also a land surveyor, and superin- 
tended the deepening of the river 
Clyde, and the harbers of Ayr, Port 
Glasgow and Greenock. He superin- 
tended works on the canal between 
the rivers Forth and Clyde, and the 
Monkjand collieries canal to Glas- 
gow. In 1774 he became a partner 
of Matthew Boulton, the founder of 
Bir- 
mingham, and commenced the manu- 
facture of steam engines. He was 
the first to apply steam to house- 
warming (1784); and brought to 
England from Paris Berthollet’s pro- 
cess of bleaching with chlorine. He 
retired in 1800 from the Soho works 
and invented shortly after the lettor- 
copying press. With all his bodily 
infirmity he attained a ripe old age 
of 83 years, and died Aug. 25, 1819, 
having left a very considerable in- 
fluence upon the affairs of a century 
in the first year of which he exploit- 
ed its most important invention.

Fig Paste for Cakes —One pound 
figs, 1 large cup sugar and 4 cup 
water. Chop the figs, and then cook 
with the sugar and water until thick 
as paste 

Raisin Villing fear Layer Cakes — 
One teacup coffee sugar and 3 table- 
spoonfuls water boiled five minutes 
Beat the whites of two eggs to a 
stiff froth, and podur the boiling 
syrup: over it. Seed and chop 4 
raisins and beat all together

Layer Cream *“Cake—Six eggs, 2 
cups sugar, 2 tablespoons water.

Chocolate Layer Cake—The whites 
of 3 eggs, 2 cups sugar, 1 cup sweet 
milk, 1, large tablespoon butter. 3 
cups flour and 2 heaping teaspoons 
baking powder. Bake half of the 
batter in two pans, and tg the re- 
maining half add Feup grated choco- 
late and bake. When done, pile up 
the layers alternately, light and 
dark, and spread chocolate icing 
between. ; 

Cocoanut Cake—The whites of 6 
eggs, 2 cups powdered sugar, 1 cup 
butter, 1 cup sweet milk, 8 cups 
flour, 2 teaspoons baking powder 
and 1 teaspoon lemon essence. Bake 
this as a loaf cake and the next day 
cut oll the upper and lower crusts, 
trim the brown off the sides, and 
slice it in four layers. Grate 2 co- 
coanuts and put in the icing. Spread 
‘each layer, the top and sides, with 
plenty of icing. When cut, it will 
be perfectly white all through and.a 
very handsome cake. 

Fig Cake—The whites of 6 eggs, 2

SOME BEAN RECIPES, 


Brown Soup—For one meal a 
brown soup may be made. For this, 
take what beans you may have on 
hand, measure and pour into the 
stewpan. Add four times their 
amount in water.’ Season to suit the 
taste. Then when the stock is boil- 
ing briskly, stir in a thickening made 
from one heaping  tallespoonful 
browned flour to each pint of stock, 
stirred up in a little cold water. 
Cook for a few moments and serve 
as hot as can be eaten. 

Thin Soup—This is made by crush- 
ng all the beans with a potato mash- 
er, straining them, measuring and 
adding twice or three times the 
amount of water. If those who are 
to partake of it do not use vinegar 
with their beans, milk may be used 
and make the soup better. Thicken 
with a small amount of flour and 
serve with crackers. 

Bean Tarts—Fill shells of biscuit 
dough with the beans and a small 
amount of their liquor. Cook in a 
brisk oven until the shell is well 
done, by which time the beans should 
If not, put 
them on the grate for a few mo- 
ments. Serve while hot. 
| Bean Cakes—For bean cakes for 
i breakfast, take a teacup full of boil- 
ied beans, drain tho liquor from them 
and mash fine. Strain and add to 
ithe palpy mass three tablespoonfuls 
buttermilk, one-half teaspoon milk, 
sume amount of salt, and stir well. 
Add to this two heaping teaspoon- 
lfuls wheat or graham flour, and beat 
‘up well. Drop in spoonfuls on a hot 
greased griddle, and fry on both 
sides to a delicate brown... Serve hot 
with salt, butter and pepper.

TREATMENT OF PINE FLOORS 


Hard-pine floors should be first 
filled with phite shellac—-in propor- 
tions of two gallons of shellac di- 
luted with one gallon of 
wood alcoho!—and after two coats of 
shellac there should be one ar two 
jot fine heavy varnish. Steeping 
with a long handled hair broom is 
light, quick work, and if a floor 
used daily be wiped up with a damp 
cloth once a week it will de clean 
indeed. If such a floor is rubbed 
twice a year with paraffine oil it will 
lengthen the time for redressing. 
Chestnut stairs should be träated the 
same, but chestnut is a more porus 
wood, and it will require more of 
shellac filling. Kitchen, bathroom 
jand laundry floors are best oiled 
Ieee once a month. Boiled linseed 
oil and turpentine, mixed half and 
half, make an excellent oil for this 
purpose. Soft-pine floors should be 
painted, but Rard-pine wood nevér, 
as the paint will peel off.

RAILWAY BILLS PASSED, 

The Railway Committee of the 
Legislature took up the bill of the 
Morrisburg Electric Railway Com- 
pany, Which proposes to connect 
Morrisburg and Winchester in lrunday 
County and construct branch lines 
The company also asked the right to 
constrict and operate telegraph lines, 
electric power, and lighting plants 
along the line, and to acquire or 
erect hotels, sanitariums and steam 
era in connection with the railway. 

The main provisions of the bill 
were~adopted, but the latter clauses 
were changed. Mr. Barber made a 
protest against permitting telephone 
companies to spring up all over the 
eguntry. Mr. Conmee, Dr. McK 
and Mr. Pardee thought the public 
should have the convenience of us 
ing the companies’ lines. The clause 
relating to telephones was amended 
so as to prevent the company from 
selling its service to private parties, 
r bring for the use of ita 
phones. The clause relating to 
steamers was struck etzt, and that 
relating to hotels amended r mak- 
ing them subject to the regulatio 
of the Public Health Act. 

The Pembroke Southern Railway 
Company asked power to extend its 
line from Pembroke to Golden Lake 
through Westmeath and Koss Town- 
ships to the Ottawa River, and to 
amalgamate or enter into running ar- 
rangements with the Toronto, Lind- 
say and Pembroke Railway Com- 
pany. Pontiac and Pacific Junction 
Railway Company, or any other rail- 
way company. The bill was amend- 
ed so that the company must make 
specific mention of the lines they de- 
sire to amalgamate with. 

AFTER GOVERNMENT AID, 


Mr. Munro, M.P.P., and Mr. Lough- 
rin, MP. P., introduced’a deputation 
from Pembroke and Westmeath, ask- 
ing for aid for a 15-mile extension 
of tho Pembroke and Southern Rail- 
way from Pembroke to the Ottawa 
River. They wanted $3,000 a mile. 
The Premier promised consideration. 

Messrs. Hugh Blain, Hon. S. C. 
Wood, W. G. McWilliams, and John 
Flett waited on the Government to 
ask an extension of the time for com- 
mencing and completing the proposed 
ship railway from Georgian Bay to 
‘Toronto. 

The Premier and Hon. Mr. Latch- 
ford were waited upon by Reeve Faw- 
cott, of Wolfe Island, and H. J. 
Wolfe of Toronto, asking that the 
municipality of Wolfe Island be al- 
lowed to devote any money due it 
under the Good Roads Act to the 
improvement of the ferry service be- 
tween the island and Kingston, the 
nearest market. 

Speaker Evanturel has received a 
petition signed by many hundreds 
of people in Prescott and Russell 
counties, urging the Government to 
assist in flood preventative measures. 
WOMAN’S RESIDENCE, | 

Hon. Mr. Harcourt will introduce a 
bill relating to the Toronto Univer- 
sity, permitting the erection of a 
Woman's residence on the property of 
the university. Mr. Harcourt states 
that a start will be made during the 
coming summer, and that as a pre- 
liminary step accommodation for 20 
young ladies will be provided. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS ACT. 

Two bills to amend the Public 
Schools Act were introduced. he 
Minister of Education introduced one 
which makes two proposals: first, to 
enable the school boards of rural 
municipalities to expend money for 
the conveyance of children to school 
in urban municipalities; second, to 
enable several adjacent school sec- 
tions to unite for the purpose of es- 
tablishing grade schools. 

Mr. Fallis (East Durham) intro- 
duced an act to amend the Public 
Schools Act, which extends the pow- 
er of rural school boards to borrow 
money under a sealed note. They 
are’ at present restricted in borrow- 
ing to sums needed for teachers’ sal- 
aries, ahd the bill extends the privi- 
lege to expenditures for other school 
purposes. 

MUNICIPAL ACT. 

Mr. Smith (Peel) introduced an 
Act to amend the Municipal 
which deals with the vexed question 
of farm lands in towns and villages. 
It provides that the municipality 
may enter into an agreement with 
the owners of such lands for a spe- 
cial rate of taxation instead of hav- 
ing the farm lands separated by a 
county by-law. 

ONTARIO ELECTION ACT. 

Mr. Lee (East Kent) introduced his 
Ill to amend the Ontario Election 
Act by providing that railway em- 
ployes, whose work takes them from 
home, may be allowed to poll their 
votes 48 hours before election day. 
It was given a first reading. 

NEW BILLS INTRODUCED. 


Nr. Garrow got a first reading for 
his bill limiting the number of ex- 
pert witnesses who may be called in 
an action to three on each side, ex- 
cept. by leave from the presiding 
judge. 

Mr. Auld (South Essex) introduced 
a bill te amend the Drainage Act, so 
that instead of extending drainage 
works to an outlet where the dis- 
charge of water would do any injury 
to lands and roads and where the 
cost of extension would be heavy. 
the outlet need not be secured, but 
compensation could be given those 
whose lands were flooded. 

Mr. Richardson introduced a bill to 
amend the section providing for the 
taking of farm lands out of towns 
and villages. His amendment is that 
the section shall not apply to towns 
incorporated since 18380, instead of 
1866. 

ISSUING DEBENTURES. 

A second reading given Mr. 
Carscallen's bill to extend to 30 
years the period for which debentures 
may be issued by all municipalities 
for the purchase of electric light 
plants for ligkting and power pur- 
poses. The 30-year period is at pre- 
sent only permitted to municipali- 
ties under 9,000 population. The

The murders ot 
Lord Frederick Cavendish, chief sec- 
retary, and Mr. Burke, under secre- 
tary, in the Phoenix Park, on the 
day when Earl Spencer and Lord 
Frederick arrived, and were sworn in 
5 viceroy and chief secretary respect- 
iveipenthe 6th of May, 1882—~ie a 
matter & history. Equally so is the 
unraveling of the invincible conspir- 
acy by means of protracted trials, 
resulting in the hanging or the im- 
prisonment of most of the accused. 


PROCURED CONVICTIONS. 

Mr. Mallon was primarily the per- 
son Who collected the evidence 
against the prisoners, followed up 
every clew that presented itself and 
who was instrumental finally in es- 
tablishing their conviction. It wus 
his labors in connection with the 
Phoenix Park tragedy that thorough- 
iy built up Mr. Mallon's reputation 
and won for him the highest opin- 
ions of the Government. 

In the more recent periods of ex- 
citement following upon the explo- 
sion in the offices of the National 
Press in Dublin, the Exchange Court 
explosion, resulting in the death of 
a detective, and in the explosion of 
the Four Courts and the murder of 
Reed in Cardiff lane, Mr. Mallon was 
indefatigable in his efforts to fix the 
responsibility for the crimes on the 
guilty parties. But any prosecut ions 
that took plate in connection with 
one of the explosions and the mur 
der, which was perpetrated as a se- 
quel to it in Cardiff lane, were fu- 
tile, no persons having been made 
‘amenable. 

In other branches of criminal in- 
vestigation Mr. Mallon attained 
many triumphs of policemanship. 
The case of Rev.“ Mr. Keatinge, 
who preached before the most dis- 
tinguished Protestant congregations 
in Dublin, including even viceroyaltwv 
in the chapel royal, caused a great 
sensation some fifteen years ago.

HIS PROMOTION RAPID. 

In his early days John Mallon was 
a draper s assistant in the County 
Armagh, but life behind a counter 
did not appear to bear any charm 
for the future assistant commission- 
er, who sought a wider feld where 
he could find scope for that great 
talent and ability, which he subge- 
quently displayed in detecting crime. 
At the age of 20 years, on the Ist of 
December, 1858, he joined the Dublin 
Metropolitan police. It is note 
Worthy to recall that Mr. Mallon, on 
entering the force, only spent seven 
days in the recruiting depot, while 
the usual period of probation in the 
depot varies trom three to tour 
months. The remainder of his official 
career fully justiled the promise 
which was shown at its outset. 

Mr. Mallon was not long attached 
to the force when his superiors, re- 
cognizing his attainments, transfer- 
red him to one of the offices, where 
he performed clerical duties. IIis 
promotion was unusually, if not un- 
precedentedly, rapid. in November, 
1866, he was raised to the rank of 
acting sergeant ; in September, 
1867, acting inspector; in October, 
1869, inspector; in September, 1874, 
‘superintendent; in November, 1883, 
chief superintendent, as successor to 
Mr. Corr, and in January, 1893, as- 
sistant commissioner. it should be

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ANCIENT BABYLON. 


Recont Discoveries of the German 
Oriental Society. 


The members of the Babylonian ex- 
pedition sent out by the German Or 
iental Society» have, in spite of the 
heat, wind and dust, held out stead- 
fastly at their post, and have 
brought to light many valuable me 
morials which, with those already 
unearthed, will some day give a 
‘althful picture of the ancient me- 
tropolis, its streets, temples and pal 
aces, and its social, intellectual and 
religious life. Up to now four hun- 
dred inscribed clay slabs have been 
found in the centre of the ruins of 
Babylon. Of only two of them are 


the inscriptions yet deciphered. One 


tablet contains a great part of a cel- 
ebrated Babylon compendium which 
explains the Babylonian cuneiform 
characters. It is a very ancient dic- 
tionary of great linguistic interest, 
and of exceptional value practically. 
The second tablet contains nothing 
lesa than the litany which was chant- 

by the singers of the Temple of 
Fsagtige,on the return of the god 
Marduk t Ries sanctuary. Marduk, 
or Merodach, was the son of Ea, and 
one of the twelve great gods of the 
Asasyro-Babylonian Pantheon. His 
temple, Esagila, the exalted house“ 
became the national sanctuary of the 
whole empire. Ho also had a sanc- 
tuary at Sippar. He ia twice men- 
tioned in the Book of Jeremiah, and 
in Isaiah, as Bel. It was the custom 
to sing the litany which has now 
been found after the periodical pro- 
cession to that grand pantheon which 
has been brought to light by the ex 
pedition, and which, it is hoped, by 
the winter will be completely exca- 
vated, 

Im the meantime Herren Koldewey 
and Andrae have made another im- 
portant discovery, a temple of Ador, 
or Nineb, the tutelar god of physi- 
clams, hitherto quite unknown. 

The German Oriental Society's ac- 
count of these discoveries, which has 
just been published, also gives a min- 
ute description of an amulet, sup- 
posed to protect the wearer from the 
machinations of the demon Labartu. 
Labartu was an ashen hued being, 
who made people pale with terror, 
drank human blood, caused great sor- 
row, and was accompanied by a 
black dog. This amulet was once 
round a child's neck in 
order to drive off the demon.

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FEEDING A DAIRY HERD. 


What I know about feeding farm 
antma ls I have learned by experience 
and a careful study of books con- 
taining the practical and stieniiac 
observations of leading larme.s and 
| experiment station men, writes Mr. 
A. Miller. One function of food is 
to keep the animal in health and ete 
other is to maintain the heat of the 
body, furnishing force and energy for 
the movement of the muscles Still 
‘another is to cause an increase in 
| Weight or flow of milk. In order to 
Supply food to fulfil these diferent 
demands without waste requires close 
study. My way has been to decide 
iby practical testa with Jersey cows 
kept solely for dairy purposes, the 
best ration and the best cropa to 
grow to supgly this ration. I find 
that the Lest crops for the forma 
tion of butter fat in milk are blue- 
gruss pasture with corn fodder as a 
supplementary food, rye pasture, mil- 
let hay, oat hay and fall pumpkins. 
As grass is apparently the most na- 
tural feed 1 aim to have it in abun- 
dance, ‘The stock must be removed 
in fall so as to permit onough 
growth to form a covering or mulch 
for the grass roots duri the cold, 
freezing weather, especially if the 
pasture is in a locality where there 
is little or no snow.

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THE KAISER’S ARMORY. 


The Kaiser follows very keenly the 
recent developments in the manufac- 
ture of rifles.

The work is divided up, 
some of the men being employed 
around the ranch, fences and corrals, 
etc., While the riding outfit is quite 
separate—the cow-punchers’ duties 
being solely with the cattle out on 
the range. The big outfitters start 
work when the spring round up 
comes on about May. Wagons are 
loaded witn camping stuff, tents, 
blankets and grub and with a big 
string of saddle horses the party 
Start off to ride the range, scouring 
the country for miles, gathering up 
the cattle in a great ever increasing 


herd. When the branding is done at 


the corrals the whole bunch is to be 
turned loose again to roam at will. 

All summer the cowpunchers ride, 
going. through the small, scattered 
bun hes of cattle, until the fall round 
up, wherl the beef is gathered in. At 
this time of the year the steers are 
in splendid condition, fat, after a 
long summer on the rich grass and

Old-tim- 
ers talk regretfully of the bygone 
days, with the free-handed, open- 
hearted customs that prevailed when 
the country was sparsely settled. 
Sveryone knew everyone eles. Now 
men don't fraternize as formerly, and 
people seem to be more on the look- 
out for money than in the old days. 

Western hospitality, which has 
made a name for itself the world 
over; has not yet succumbed to the 
changes of the times and still pre- 
vails to a great extent. It is the 
custom when away from home to 
ride to the nearest ranch, turn in 
your horse, and receive a hearty wel- 
come at the ranchman's table: but 
nowadays it is well to look upon 
whom you are calling for new set- 
tlers from the east are apt to look 
askance at a hungry-looking horse- 
man descending on their home. 

Ranching is losing its picturesque- 
ness. but conditions have never been 
more favorable for the cattle busi- 
ness. Beef constantly has an up-

The rapid settling up of the coun- 
try makes free homesteads staree, as 
such places to be of any value must 
be favorably situated as 8 
water, hay and shelter. The older 
districts are getting crowded already 
and old-timers grumble at the influx 
of settlers and the consequent dimin- 
ishing of the Gpen range. It is only 
u matter of time in such places un- 
til each man must keep his cattle in- 
side a fence, growing fodder for their 
winter food. Then ranching will 
cease and stock farming commence. 

Men who wish to run large bunches 
of cattle are vacating their old 
ranches, striking out for new loca- 
tions up north and east, where the 
stock can be kept. clear of wire 
fences. 

A year or two's experience will 
show that cattle ranching offers good 
chances to a young fellow, and with 
ordinary good luck (another name for 
perseverance) it is the most healthy, 
independent life in the world.

AN ELECTRIC RADIATOR. 


Provides Pure Warm Air and Is 
Bright and Cheerful. 


The increasing use of electricity 
for domestic purposes renders inter- 
esting some account of a new electric 
radiator which has been brought out 
in London, England, and referred to 
by The Architect as follows:—The 
device consists of a moyable form. 
something like an asbestos fireplace. 
It contains four large electric heat 
lamps in a polished copper reflector: 
The heat is generated by current 
from an electric supply main, All 
that is necessary to fix them ready 
for use is to connect the flexible wires 
attached to each radiator to an elec- 
tric plug which forms part df every 
installation. For tigh or low volt- 
age they are equally adapted, heat 
lamps of the requisite capacity being 
supplied, and work satisfactory on 
alternating or continuous circuit. 
The standaid size of these radiators 
consists of four heat lamps, sufficient 
to warm the air of a room 12 feet 
Square, with a consumption of one 
unit per hour, but they can be regu- 
lated to one half by means of the 
switches attached. For larger rooms 
or halls two or more radiators can 
be used, or radiators can be supplied 
of a design containing six or more 
lamps, although the first mentioned 
is preferable, as the heat can be tak- 
en to the point where most wanted, 
a special feature being their porta- 
bility. But the most important is 
that they provide pure warm air, no 
oxygen being consumed by them, 
nor are any noxious fumes given off. 
Their appearance is certainly bright 
and cheerful, and there are no ashes 
or dirt to be removed after their

DE WET ESCAPED. 


300 of His Men Killed, Wounded 
and Prisoners. 


A London despatch says:—From 
Wolve Hoek Lord Kitchener on Sun- 
day telegraphed a long description 
of a combined movement of numerous 
British columns with the object of 
securing General De Wet. 

Lord Kitchener says the advance 
began the night of Feb. 5, the whole 
force moving from various directions 
and forming a continuous line of 
mounted men on the west bank of 
the Liobenberg’s vlei from Frankfort 
as far south as Fanny’s Home, and 
thence to Kaffir kop. The line then 
advanced to the west, and the fol- 
lowing night the British entrenched 
with their outposts 50 yards apart. 
They held the line from Holland on 
the Heilbron-Frankfort blockhouse 
line to Doorn kloof, on the Kroon- 
stadt-Lindley blockhouse line, while 
the columns were also working in ad- 
vance of tho blockhouse lines to pre- 
vont De Wet's crossing. The ad- 
vance was continued Feb. 6, and De 
Wet was within the enclosure. but, 
realizing his pesition, he ordered his 
men to disperse and seek safety dur- 
ing the night. De Wet himself, with 
some men and a number of cattle, 
made for the Kroonstadt-Lindley 
blockhouse line, and at one o'clock 
in the morning, when it was very 
dark, by rushing his cattle at the 
fence, broke his way through the line, 
mixed up with the cattle, and losing 
three men killed. 

Many attempts were made \to 
break through the line cn the night 
of February 7, reports Lord Kitch- 
ener, the line of the outposts being 
attacked at various places through- 
out the night. é 

But very few escaped, and ten dead 

Boers were picked up in the morning 
near Heilbron. 
1 did not get exact details of the 
Boer cnsualties,“ continues Lord 
Kitchener, but as far as I have as- 
certained they consist of 283 in kil- 
led, wounded and prisoners, as well 
as about 700 tired horses and a num- 
ber of cattle. 

Our casualties were only ten.“

FAMILY WIPED OUT. 
Gas ee io Wrecks 


A Chicago despatch says:— By an 
explosion of illuminating gas in the 
basement of, a two-storey frame 
building at Twenty-second Street 
on Wednesday evening, a number of 
people, the total said to be eleven, 
lost their lives, and the building was 
blown into kindling wood. 

The flames from the gas main 
reached the Trostle butcher shop. 
The building was a three-storey 
frame structure, and it had been 
weakened and nearly wrecked by the 
shock. It is supposed that the occu- 
pants of the building were knocked 
unconscious or were too panic-strick- 
en to rush from the place. The 
building collapsed and the occupants, 
with one exception, were carried 
with it to the basement. Many per- 
sons in the buildings near the explo- 
sions were knocked down. 

There were six children in the Tros- 
tle family, and there is little doubt 
that all the eight members of the 
family were killed.

DISASTROUS FIRE. 

N. J., Suffers to Extent 
of $10,000,000. 

A Paterben, N. J., despatch says 
A great fire swept through Pater- 
eon on Sunday, and dewtroyed pro 
perty valved at $10,000,000. . 
burned its way through the business 
section of the city, and demolished a 
majority of the finer structures de- 
voted to commercial, civic, educa- 
tional and religious use, as well af 
scores of other houses. There was 
but small tribute of life and injury 
to the conflagration, but hundreds 
were left homelees, and thousands 
without employment. A relief move 
ment for the care of those unshelter- 
ed and unprovided for has already 
been organized. The great manu 
facturing plants of the place = are 
ate, and the community bas al- 
rendy commenced the work of reor 
ganization and restoration. 

‘The fire came at midnight, and was 
only checked after a desperate fight 
that lasted until late Sunday after- 
neon. Every city and town within 
reach of Paterson sent firemen and 
apparatus to the relief of the threat- 
ened city. A northerly gale gave the 
conflagration an additional impetus,

Their 
object seems to have begn the cap- 
ture of ten supply wagons which 
were resting at Blackvlei. The 
Boers have made attempts to cross 
the line of blockhouses every night 
lately. They avoid causing 
alarm by pulling up the posts and 
flattening the fence instead of cut- 
ting the wires. 

Anether considerable British sue 
cess is reported on Wednesday night. 
Major Leader, of the Fifth Dragoon 
Guards, went out with mounted 
troops from the columns of Cols’ 
Kekewich and Hickie with the object 
of attacking Gen. Delarey's force, 
which was said. to be near Klerks- 
dorp. On the way a Boer picket 
was surprised, and,Major Leador, on 
learning from the prisoner that De- 
larey had moved his force, but that 
Sarel Alberts“ commando was at 
Victory, changed his plans and went 
to the latter place. Alberts’ laager 
was taken completely by surprise be- 
fore dawn. Under the fire of a pom- 
pom the Boers’ horses stampeded. 
The burghers put up a smart fight, 
but failed to withstand the charge of 
the mounted men, particularly the 
Scottish Horse, who charged gal- 
lantly right home. The result was 
seven Boers killed, and 131, includ- 
ing Commandant Alberts, made pris- 
oners. The British loss was only a 
few wounded. ‘ 

It has been decided to deport Gen. 
Ben. Viljoen, the Boer commander 
who was captured about ten days 
ago.

JUSTICE LISTER DEAD. 


Long-Standing Trouble Brings on 
Heart Collapse. 

A Toronto despatch says:—Hon, 
Mr. Justice Lister, of the Court of 
Appeal died very suddenly at his res- 
idence, 14 Walmer Road, shortly af- 
ter 3 o'clock on Sunday morning. 

His Lordship was at his chambers 
in. Osgoode hall, until after 6 o clock 
on Saturday evening and was in 
such good spirits that after leaving 
the hall he went for a long walk 
with a friend. After dinner he suf- 
fered from indigestion, but soon 
gairfed relief, and was apparently in 
his usual health when he retired for 
the night. About 3 o'clock in the 
morning his Lordship was attacked 
with vomiting and expired shortly 
afterwards. For some time past his 
heart had been in a feeble condition, 
and his death was due to collapse of 
that organ. 

In appearance Mr. Justice Lister 
wan a rugged, hearty man, but the 
tireless energy which characterized 
him throughout his life eventually 
undermined his strength and found 
him when he received his appoint- 
ment to the Court of Appeal on 
June 22nd, 1898, with what is meli- 
cally termed a standing weak heart.

LET THE AIR BE PURE. 


Foul air is worse than a draught. 
Indeed, Mf a man is in prime condi- 
tion, a draught ought not to harm 
him. One great physician of this 
used to turn cold 
draughts of air on small sections of 
u patients body until he got the 
patient Into a condition where he 
could endure the cold current on his 
whole body. 
en persons understand how des- 
tely the skin needs ventilation. 
A large majority of my patients, 1 
verily believe, do not expore their 
whole bodies to the air once; from 
September to June. Now, that is 
ridiculous. It would be suicidal for 
u person who wasn't used to it to 
take off all his clothes and loiter 
around in a room at ordinary tem- 
perature, but the thing may be done 
by degrees, and the body needs an 
alr bath at least once a day, if the 
kin is to do its duty by the blood 
and nerves. For the same reason 
the skin must have its daily water 
bath. I favor the cold plunge for 
few persons. I think the warm tub 
bath should be used sparingly, but a 
sponge bath, followed by vigorous 
friction, everybody should have once 
a day. Cold water is preferable, but 
that, like the air bath, may be a 
matter of education. Bathe one por- 
tion of the body in tepid water, 
keeping the rest of the body covered.

Cotton 
and linen are good conductors of 
heat. They take the animal heat 
which the body produces by great 
effort and carry it away from the 
body as fast as it is pemped up. 
Wool, being a poor conductor, al- 
los the body to preserve its warmth 
ifor its own purposes. 

“Recently in several cities a most 
sensible plan has been adopted for 
the policemen. In winter a police- 
man, instead of putting on woollen 
underwear a foot thick, wears two 
full suits of very light weight wool- 
len underwear. The idea is based on 
aecientific fact and has worked most 
successfully. The two light, loose 
suits allow the air to circulate freely 
and make thorourh skin ventilation 
a possibility with greatly increased 
cold resistance as a result. I myself 
have adopted the idea and find it ad- 
mirable. I can't say enough against 
the clinging, tight-fitting, ribbed 
underwear that beems so dear to 
womankind and is sinfully put upon 
many children. It is opposed to all 
rules of health and comfort.“

SOME HINTS.

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COMPRESSE MILK. 


The Mierobes Are Now Squeezad to 
Death. 


After aerated milk, sterilized milk, 
peptonized milk, lactated milk, and 
malted milk there is now to be added 
a new kind of scientific hygienic 
milk, says the London Express. 

This is compressed milk. By a 
new process the microbes that 
abound in cow's milk are squeezed to 
death—at least part of them are, for 
there are about 500,000 germs to 
every teaspoonful of unboiled cow's 
milk. 

To investigate the effect of pres- 
sure on bacteria an apparatus has 
been devised which is remarkable for 
having produced what is probably 
the greatest hydrostatic pressure 
ever yet reached— over 450,000 
pounds per square inch. 

The particular object of these ex- 
periments was to determine whether 
the bacteria in milk might not be 
killed by .hydrostatic pressure, 50 
that it would keep a longer time 
without going sour. 

Moderate prescures were first tried, 
bet appeared to have no effect. The 
pressure was then increased, and no- 

le results were obtained. 

Milk subjected to pressures of 70 
to 100 tons kept from 24 to 60 
hours longer without going sour 
‘than milk which had not been sub- 
jected to compression. 

The degrees to which the keeping 
qualities of milk were improved ap- 

to depend as much on the 
time for which the pressure was 
maintained as upon the actual pres- 
sure reached. 

Pressures of 90 tons per square 
inch maintained for an hour prevent- 
efi milk from going sour for from 
four to six days. 

Complete sterilization of the milk, 
however, was in no case effected, ev- 
en at the, highest pressures, and the 
milk in many cases acquired peculiar 
tastes and odors of keeping, indicat- 
ing that certain species of bacteria 
were killed while others were not.

The following details have been r 
ceived in London of the fighting in 
the expedition against the Aros. 
The correspondent says :— 

At dawn on December 24, 1901, the 
troops in the Esuitu camp fell in 
with praiseworthy precision, reached 
the camp at Okorovi’sa farm in ex- 
cellent time, and joined on to the 
tail of the column. The advance of 
No. 4 column in its entirety then 
began. Half way between our start- 
ing point and our objective, Aro- 
Chuku, six important chiefs were 
encountered, who surrendered uncon- 
ditionally to the commandant, and 
at the same time we were informed 
that the natives of Aro-Chuku were 
prepared for ua and intended to 
Unht. We found, however, that the 
iowmwes deserted and that the 
enemy, unde de impression that 
we would go on furtif®a...than the 
great fetish capital, had retifed._.to 
the far side of it and entrench 
themselves. 
Chuku—on the very day fixed-zthe 
advanced guard occupied the front 
face of the town, the main body, the 
sides, and the rear guard the remain- 
ing portion of the town, which was 
burnt. No sooner had, we made our 
dispositions than the enemy advanc- 
ed and attacked us from the north. 
They were quickly repulsed, but only 
to return a very short time = after- 
wards. From within an hour of our 
occupation the Aros neyer left us 
quiet either by day or flight, for 
when they did not advance against 
us in sufficient numbers to make it 
necessary to send troops out to 
drive them off, they persistently snip- 
ed the camp, and, unfortunately, 
with some effect. 


THE LONG JU-J U. 
Aro-Chuku, or, as the natives also 


call it Omo-Chuku (the sons of God), | 


consists of 14 towns situated round 
the Long Ju-Ju,!“ which is under a 
mile from our present camp. The ap- 
proach to the Long Ju-Ju is through 
dense bush, which gradually becomes 
thicker and thicker unti} one arrives 
at the entrance of a deep, oval- 
shaped pit, 70 feet deep, 60 yards 
long, and 50 yards wide. One then 
climbs down the precipitous sides of 
the rock into a narrow gorge and 
into running water, up which, one

NEW UNIFORMS. 


The British Ariay's Future Fight- 
ing Kit. 


The War Office has at last decided 
upon the new military uniforms in 
detail, and the transformation of the 
soldier is to commence 
about the middle of the year, says 
the London Daily Mail. ; N 

The ceremonial dress will de the 
tull dress at present used, and will 
be worn with a cap for walking out, 
while the service dress—the fighting 
kit~will be an entirely new one, of 
repléte with the 
latest improvements, and designed 
alike for rough wear and comfort. 

The service dress is, in fact, de- 
signed with a view to furnishing a 
comfortable uniform, light enough to 
be worn on service abroad and in 
warm weather at home, and also 
with the addition of warm, under 
clothing for wear in winter. It con- 
sists chiefly of a rain-proof drab mix- 
ture cloth. The great coat is to be 
light and supple, with a small cape 
attached, capable of being easily put 
on or taken off, and casily folded. 

The jacket is of a very light drab 
mixture serge of Norfolk pattern. It 
will have a turned-down roll collar, 
shoulder rifle patches, two breast 
pockets with flaps, and two strong 
side pockets with flaps, pleated at 
the waist and with a false pleat 
down the center of the back. It is 
intended to be loose fitting. 
~ Every man will wear on a par- 
ticular colored ground the title of 
his unit. This will be a curved strip 

n the upper arm of the jackets and 
; great coats. 

A headdress of new design of thick 
elt, with bread brim and ventila- 
‘ion perforations, has been decided 
on to be Worn abroad only. 

Trousers are to be of drab mixture

These are 
never to be sworn in public without

“Pie legeings are to be of brown 
leather, with brass removable studs 
down the front. These will take the 
place of jack-boots for mounted 
troops and will be provided with 
spur rests. The spurs are of a new 
pattern, light and easily adjustable. 

Cardigan jackets of brown wool, 
drawers of Shetland worsted ‘yarn, 
fatizie comforters and Pedford cord 
pantaloohs are also to be issued.

Text of the Lesson, Acts vi, 1-15, 
Golden Text, Matt x., 28. 


1, 2. “It is not reason that we 
should leave the word of God and 
servé-tablos... This was the decision 
of the twelve when there began to be 
some murmuring among thé dizeiples 
concerning the daily ministration vi 
things temporal. As the number of 
the disciples multiplied it could 
hardly be expected that in these new- 
born babes there would not be mani- 
fest some phases of the old mature, 
some of the Works of the flesh, such 
as Wrath, strife, surgings and such 
like (Gal. »., 20). Even Peter, 
James and John might remember 
quite a number of things in their 
own lives, even after they hac been 
nu year or two with Christ, which 
were of the flesh and not of the Spir- 
it;.80 it is to be hoped that while 
they determined that they could not 
take time to see these unspiritual at- 
fairs they were patient with the mur- 
murers. 

3. 4. We will give ourselves con- 
tinually to prayer and to the minis 

try of the word. They would not 
serve tables, but they would pray 
and search and teach the word. They 
recognized the importance and the 
difficulty ot attending to the daily 
ministration, for they saw the neces- 
sity of a committee of honest report, 
full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom 

5, 6. They chose Stephen a man 
full of faith and of the Holy Ghost 
and Philip.“ The other five are not 
mentioned again after this verse, 
Which is not necessarily anything 
against them. Philip is mentiones 
sixteen times and Stephen, who be- 
came the first martyr for Christ, is 
mentioned seven times. If the mind 
of the majority is a correct guide. 
then the appointing of this commit- 
tee was the proper thing, for the 
suggestion pleased the whole multi- 
tude. There was something in those 
days in the laying on of hands (1. 
Tim. iv, 14; II. Tim. i, 6), but it 
Was not confined te thg hands of the 
apostles (Acts ix, 17; xiii, 1). The 
laying on of hands in our day is not 
unlike the shaking of hands; some 
times there are life and inspiration 
and sometimes a chill. Barnabas, 
the son of consolation, w&s like Ste- 
phen, a man full of the Holy Ghost 
and of faith (chapter xi, 24). There 
is no reason why each believer should 
not be so filled. 

7, 8. And Stephen, full of faith 
and power, did great wonders ant 
miracles among the people.“ The 
word of God increased, or, as in xii, 
24, grew and multiplied,’’ and in 
xix, 20, grew mightily and prevail- 
ed. The number of the disciples 
multiplied greatly in Jerusalem, and 
& great company of the priests be- 
came believers. It was truly a great 
and mighty work of the Spirit of 
God and was not confined to the 
apostles, for Stephen, willing to 
serve tables, was greatly used, God 
working wonders and miracles by 
him. The gospel is the power of 
God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth (Rom. i, 16), and as the 
word is preached t!e Spirit works, 
convincing of sin and righteousness 
and judgment. When a servant 01 
Christ preaghes the word of God, he 
has a right to believe that it will 
accomplish His pleasure and will ne- 
ver return to Him void Ilsa. Iv, 21! 
We may learn a lesson of assurance 
from the devil in this matter, for 
when he sowed his tares he seems to 
have hau nao anxiety about their 
growth, for he went his way, sure 
that they would grow (Matt. xiii, 
25). Let us have faith in God that 
He will take care Of His own word 
and that no word from God shal! 
be void of power (Luke i, 37, R. v.) 

9, 10. “They were not able to re- 
sist the wisdom and the spirit by 
which he spake.“ The Lord Jesus 
had promised a mouth and wisdom 
which no adversary could gainsay or 
resist (Luke xxi, 15), and this was 

a fulfillment of His promise. ‘The 
wisdom was the wisdom of God and 
the spirit was. the Spirit of God. As 
with the Lord Jesus the words and 
works were all the Father’s, 80 in 
these Spirit filled men the words 
and works were all the Lord's (John 
xiv, 10; xvii, 18). We think of the 
night in Gethsemane when, in reply 
to their saying that they sought 
Jesus of Nazareth. He simply said, 
1 am,“ and they went backward 
and fell to the ground. It was the 
same word that healed the leper, 
cast out demons, rebuked fevers and 
fall manner of disease, stilled the 
storm and, away back in the be- 
iginning, created all things. What 
do we know of the power of His 
word in us or through us, or of the 
experience of Paul in these words 
“Striving according to His working 
‘which worketh in me mightily ?“ 
(Col. i, 29). 

11. 12. They caught him and

Some Royal Mushrooms, Servian, 
English and Oriental. 


Of even more plebeian descent than 
King Oscar is Alexander of Servia. 
That monarch is merely three gener- 
ations removed from the swineherd. 
The Servian Cromwell or William 
Tell, who rose to deliver his country 
from Turkish misrule, was Michael 
Obrenovitch. Leaving his pigs to 
feed and tend themselves, he headed 
his countrymen, who rewarded his 
success by electing him Prince of 
Servia. On his death, in 1868 he 
Was succeeded by the late ox-King 
Milan, who handed over the crown to 
his son in 1889. Of English sover- 
eigns, Queen Mary II. and Queen 
Anne were the granddaughters of a 
domestic servant. While he was 
Duke of York, James II. married 
Anne Hyde, the daughter of Lo 
Clarendon, and the two Queens were 
the children of the union. As a 
briefless barrister, Lord Chancellor, 
Clarendon had married a housemaid, 
and her grandchildren sat on the 
British throne, says the London 
Standard, Victor Emmanuel offered 
the tributary crown of Sicily to Gar- 
ibaldi, but the old sailor refused to 
exchange his red shirt for the purple 
robe. The founder of the Ming dy- 
nasty of China was a Buddhist 
priest, the son of a Chinese pottef 
After occupying the Celestial throne 
for three centuries the Mings were 
overthrown and succeeded by the 
Manchus of Tartar free-booting ori- 
gin. They have been royal for only 
three hundred years. But the Imper- 
ial house of Turkey has absolutely 
authentic descent from Mohammed, 
the long line being unbroken from 
570 A. D. With exceptions, such as 
that of the Mikado, Disraeli was 
right in declaring that the most 
powerful people in the world, male 
and female, a few years back, Rere 
adventurers, exiles, and demireps.

Minute Pudding.—~In a porcelain 
kettle bring 2 qts milk to a boil, 
salt, add 4 large, finely sliced, tart 
apples or 1 cup raisins: Quickly sift 
into the milk and flour with one 
hand, while thoroughly stirring with 
the other. Never cease stirring or it 
will become lumpy, und do not let it 
stop bgiling or it will be heavy. 
Serve before it has time to fall, with 
cream. Although called minute pud- 
ding it takes several minutes before 
it is as thick as ordinary hasty 
pudding, as the flour has to be sift- 
ed into it so painstakingly, to give 
the other hand time to etir it thor- 
oughly. . 

Indian” Pudding Few puddings to 
be served with cream flavored with 
nutmeg are as satisfactory as corn 
meal. Let 2 qts milk scald or heat, 
and slowly stir into it 1 pt. sifted 
meal, stirring the while to keep 
down the lumps.

Excessive Use of Soap and Water 
Is Too Common. 


“Some people run away with the 
idea that the more they bathe, the. 
@ealthier they will de, says a’ phy- 
sician of high standing. It's a 
mistake. It is necessary to keop the 
skin clean, of course, but froquent 
bathing may result in ill health. 
Apart from cleanliness, the bath is 
of very little importance to a really 
healthy individual. It a person's 
skin is clean, then a bath will not 
add to his chances of remaining in 
a condition of health; he will be just 
as weill without it. In cases where 
people are ailing in some Way, a 
bath—hot or cold, according to cir- 
cumstances—may do good; it is a 
medicine. 

“Many medical specialists are now 
pushing a vigorous campaign against 
the excessive ase of sonp and water, 
which is so common. The skin is 
not intended to be subjected to such 
treatment; the constant washing is 
injurious to it, and makes it rough 
and patchy. Women and children— 
the latter often unwillingly—are the 
worst. offenders, and it is precisely 
they who should be the most careful, 
as their skins are more tender than 
those of the adult male. 

“Soap and water are not always 
needed to clean the face, for instance. 
One occasionally hears a jesting re- 
mark about having a dry rub’ with 
a towel, but this dry rub is recom- 
mended by some of the highest. med- 
ical authorities when the face is not 
actually dirty. Soap is eschewed, 
too, by many persons; they content 
themselves with rubbing the face and 
other parts of the body with a flan- 
nel, or lufla, moistened in warm 
water. Others, again, make their 
hands do duty im the place of the 
flannel. ” '

VERTICAL BEAM OF LIGHT. 


Carried on a Locomotive Can Be 
: Seen Ten Miles Off 


A despatch from Chicago says:—A 
practical demonstration of the util- 
ity of a new departure, which, it is 
claimed by railway officials, will et- 
fectively prove the solution in a 
large degree of the railway collision 
problem, was made on Wednesday 
night on the C. M. and St. P. Rat! 
road, near here. 

The device consists of an exceed- 
ingly powerful headlight, which not 
only perfectly illuminates the track 
with an intensely brilliant shaft of 
light for a distance of a mile, but al- 
so embraces the striking and novel 
feature of a beam of lig ht of almost 
equal brilliancy penetrating over 
seven hundred feet above, which can 
be clearly seen ten miles distant. It 
is possible for approaching 
trains to absolutely locate each oth- 
er by this vertical shaft of light, 
though miles apart, and it is this 
feature which railroad officials claim 
will eliminate the possibility of col- 
lision.

SAN JOSE SCALE BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Dryden introduced à bill 
to amend the San Jose Scale Act 
by providing that any person be- 
coming aware that any plant or tree 
is infested with the scale is to de- 
stroy it by some effectual method of 
fumigation or by spraying with 
crude petroleum, kerosene, or soap, 
or by any other material prescribed 
by the Minister.

The report of the Commissioner o

ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 

Dr. McKay (South Oxford) intro- 
duced a bill asking important amend- 
ments to the Electric Railway Act. 
It provides that any company 
under that Act, operating a rallway 
between two municipalities, either 
cities, towns, or villages, shall have 
power to connect with a street rail- 
Way established in the terminal city, 
town or village. The company mak- 
ing the connection is to compensate 
the other, the terms to be adjusted 
by the Commissioner of Public 
works. The second section provides 
that an electric railway company 
shall provide a vestibule at the front 
end of the car, and if there is no 
rear vestibule, allow the conductor 
to stand inside the car, when not re- 
quired outside. This latter section 
is intended to remedy the present 
difficulty over the vestibule business, 
the present Act being suspended un- 
til the end of this session. 

NEW BILLS INTRODUCED. 

Among other public bills introduc- 
ed are the following:— 

Mr. Lucas (Centre Grey To 
amend the Devolution of Estates Act 
so that the County Judge or local 
Master shall have power to consent, 
on bebalf of infants, to the sale of 
Property by executors or administra- 
tors. 

By Mr. Auld—To enable County 
Councils to enlarge the limits of po- 
lice villages by adding adjoining 
lands thereto, 

By Mr. Hislop—To enable trustees

THE PROHIBITION BILL. 


On the second Tuesday of October 
—that is, on October 14—~<the electors 
of the Province of Ontario will be 
called upon to vote as to whether 
the partial measure of prohibition 
provided by what is ordinarily 
known as the Manitoba act shall be 
applied to Ontarig. : 

The question will be decided by a 
majority of the electorate, but to 
validate the act that majority must 
be equal to a majority of the total 
number of votes polled at the gen- 
eral Provincial election, which will 
take place earlier in the year. Thus, 
if 400,000 votes are polled in the 
general election, over 200,000 votes 
must be cast in favar of prohibition 
at the referendum. In arriving at 
the total, constituencies in which 
elections take place by acclamation 
will be estimated as contributing to 
the total vote the same percentage 
of the voters on their lists as that 
of the constituencies in which con- 
tests take place. The decision will 
be left to voters qualified to vote 
for the Provincial Legislature. 

The question of compensation will 
be left over for subsequent settle 
ment. Should the referendum result 
in the enactment ot the law, com- 
pensation must be faced by the 
Legislature then existing. Premier 
Ross intimated that he considered it 
a suitable sake for the sifting and 
deliberations pf a commission.

EXPERT WITNESSES. ' 

Mr. Garrow's bill respecting expert. 
Witnesses Was given ite second read- 
ing. Mr. Whitney approved of the 
measure and was of the opinion that 
the principle could be extended to 
embrace criminal cases with much 
advantage.

York, particularly in criminal cases, 
the multiplicity of expert witnesses 
had grown to such proportions that 
it had now become a public scandal.

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ANGLO JAPANESE TREATY. - 


Diplomatie World Astonished by 
Its Publication. 


A despatch from London says: — Al- 
though the Anglo Japanese treaty 
comes as a great surprise to the pub- 
lic, it is a fact that it is its publi- 
cation more than its contents whith 
chiefly astonishes the diplomatic 
world. It is no news that an un- 
derstanding of similar purport to the 


present treaty has existed for several Ports 


years between Great Britain and Ja- 

‘pan. It was an open diplomatic se- 
cret, also, that Japan, acting under 
this understanding, was anxious to 
forcibly oppose Iussian aggression 
in Manchuria. When the crisis be- 
tame acute, Great Britain restrained 
her Japanese friends, and went so 
far as to say that she must refuse 
them any assistance because ‘her en- 
ergies were entirely occupied in 
South Africa. It was then, and not 
until then, that Japan made the 
best terms possible with Russia re- 
lative to Corea, and abandoned the 
idea of interference in Manchuria. 
Now a fresh alliance is made, and 
what is more important, it is pub- 
lished to the world. Why? The cir- 
cumstances under which the treaty 
is proclaimed give it the significance 
of an ultimatum in the estimation of 
‘most diplomatists. What fresh ag- 
gression is it designed to check, they 
ask. It does not require much se- 
| cret. knowledge to supply the answer. 
The treaty furnishes at least the 
wholesome news that Great Britain 
and Japan are determined not to 
permit Russia to encroach: further 
territorially in China. It was only 
recently that China mustered up 
courage enough to refuse Russia's de- 
j mands concerning Mongolia. China 
Was encouraged in the refusal ‘py 
; Great Britain, Japan and the United 
States. In the present frame of 
| salud of her rulers, however, China 
requires something more substantial 
than sympathetic advice 
her virtually to defy her powerful 
neighbor. Moreover, there is not the 
slightest doubt that it was Russia's 
intention to persist in her designs, 
despite the set-back of China's first 
refusal. It is not an unreasonable 
inference, therefore, that China’s rul- 
ers insisted upon being backed up in 
their resistance of the Russian de- 
mands by an open declaration from 
her supporters. It was out of the 
question that the United States 
should join in alliance for the pro- 
tection of China, but American sym- 
pathy with that object has been op- 
enly declared, and this counted for 
much. 

Russia’s plans, of course, have not 
been disclosed. How far they will be 
affected by the treaty the future on- 
ly can develop. The first impression 
in Europe seems to be that the 
Czar’s Government has been check-/ 
mated, but this may prove a prema-~ 
ture conclusion. It must be remem- 
bered that nothing short of a great 
crisis would lead Great Britain to 
abandon her -policy of generations 
and make an alliance with another 
power. It may be inferred also that 
the occasion to act under the new 
treaty will arise, if at. all, within the 
next few weeks. The Far East, there 
fore, may be the centre of the world’s 
interest this spring.

NAVY ON THE STOCKS. 


Great Britain Will Add Sixty-Two 
New Vessels. 


A despatch from London says 
The Admiralty naval estimates for 
1902-3 show a total of $156,275,- 
000, as compared with $54,375,000 
last year.

Petersburg, an almost unparalleled 
event for a Republican President, and 
altogether things have gone very 
pleasantly for both countries. 


Britain is the proud heiress among 
the Powers, who tells her suitors 
that she likes ‘them very much, but 
is quite able to look after myself, 
thank vou, and does not believe in 
marriage. Asa result most of the 
other Powers have combined to say 
nasty things about her, and are all 
very jealous of her, and delighted 
when she gets into trouble. At! the 
same time, Brittania could unfold a 
tale, in the twilight of romances of 
long aro, and even now has a kind 
of notion that if she gave her con- 
sent more than one Continental 
Power would be glad to join hands 
with her. 


BRITAIN AND FRANCE, 


In these days of envy, hatred, and 
malice against Britain, it seems cur- 
ious to remember that we once had 
n sincere lover, and that none other 
than France herself. When Louis 
Napoleon, in 1851, was proclaimed, 
at his own instigation. Emperor of 
the French, Europe began to once 
more look on France as a respectable 
power, and to hope that under an 
empire,she would once for all throw 
off any ideas of becoming a republic 
again. First among those Powers 
was Britain, who, under Palmerston 
and his successors, made violent love 
to France. The latter reciprocated, 
and after much flirtation and ex- 
change of courtesy, a treaty of al- 
liance was signed in 18538, by which 
the two powers joined hands in the 
war against Russia, 

Britain's relations with France dur- 
ing the war and for several years af- 
iterwards were of a most cordial 
character. The French Emperor vis- 
ited us amid great enthusiasm, and 
Queen Victoria sent several times 
to Paris. But a series of ‘‘tiffs’’ un- 
fortunately arose as a result

ators against the Emperor and 
France began to talk very loudly 
against us in 1859.

After much 
persuasion he was dragged back te 
the monastery by his companion, 
Theoctestus, and the empress wept 
with joy. She remained there a lew 
years longer, during which time she 
caught only a casual and infrequent 
glimpse of the object of her love.

A DIS TRESSING OASE. 


Four of One Family Pass Away 
Last Daughter Now III. 


A Toronto clergyman tells of a 
family in his congregation which 
consisted of the mother and five 
children, the father being dead, four 
of whom in a few years have fallen 
victims to consumption and died, 
And now the filth, a daughter, who 
is employed in the office of a whole 
saler, and who has been the one 
source of support to the mother, is 
obliged to leave her work, realizing 
that she also—mainly, it is believed, 
as a result of nursing her brothers 
and sisters—has contracted this 
dread disease. Kind friends are in- 
teresting themselves in the case but 
the difficulty met with is to send her 
to a place where the proper care and 
treatment will be given. 

It is for such as this—and there is 
hardly a clergyman in any city who 
is not constantly meeting such ap- 
peals—that the new free consumptive 
hospital, under the auspices of the 
National Sanitarium Association, is 
being built. The people of Canadh 
as a Whole must feel grateful to Mr. 
W. J. Gage and the executors of the 
late Hart A. Massey, who out of 
their own funds have erected this 
building. But before it can be occu- 
pied it must be furnished with beds 
and other proper furnishings and ap- 
pointments. The National Sanitar- 
ium Association, already carrying a 
heavy debt, are not able to furnish 
the new building so generously plac- 
ed at their disposal, and are appeal- 
ing to citizens generally the Domin- 
ion over for $10,000 for this pur- 
pose. 

It does not need the suggestion 
that this is the most pressing of all 
charities at this time, for the public 
are fully awakened to the wide- 
spread character of consumption, and 
also to the fact, as demonstrated by 
the best medical authorities. that 
when his disease is taken hold of in 
its early stages, it, as much as any 
other disease, is curable.

But by intelligent selection a good 
working dairy ration can be made 
without the use of much purchased 
feed, in truth, a fairly good one with 
none. By feeding clover hay when 
we have it, early cut hay of any 
kind in preference to late cut, and 
making use of oats 8 barley in 
connegtion with corn get a ra- 
tion so much better oo corn 
that the yield will be practically 
double. This ration, equal parts of 
corn, oats and barley, makes a good 
feed for the ordinary cow. The 
extra cow is entitled to something 
extra in the way of feed, and she 
can be given the by-products up to 
the amount that she will pay for in 
increased yield. Bran is truly ex- 
cellent feed. 5 : 
‘Another winter difficulty is the 
Water supply. Pends are frozen 
over, and so are running streams. 
Cutting a hole in the ice is like 
cutting a hole in the milk pail. It 
lessens the amount of milk saved. 
There are two reasons for this. Ice 
water chills the animal, she uses 
extra food to warm herself. She 
shuts down on milk secretion when 
chilled, for warmth and comfort are 
necessary to active milk secretion. 
This is one reason. The other is 
that a cow must have rather more 
than a gallon of water to produce 
an quart of milk. If the water is un- 
comfortably cold she will drink less 
than the normal amount and con- 
sequently give less than the normal 
amount of milk. Or, what is the 
same in effect, her normal milk flow 
will become less because of the di- 
minished water supply. 

GIVE PLENTY OF LIGHT. 


In some barns it is dificult to ad- 
mit light.

WINTER HATCHED CHICKS. 

Fortunate indeed is the poulterer 
who has hens willing to sit at this 
time of the year, and if he is the 
possessor of a good incubator and 
brooder he is even more fortunate. 
February is the best month in which 
to raise young chicks. The pulleta 
not only make the earliest layers if 
kept until the following fall, but 
will bring the highest price in the 
spring if put on the market early. 
Both pullets and cockerels may be 
sold if desired, and leave room in 
the yard for the later hatched birds. 
writes a correspondent. : 

It takes care and patient work to 
make a success of rearing winter 
hatched chicks. They should be 
forced from the start and kept gros 
ing all the time. Experiments have 
taught me that a soft food consist- 
ing of boiled roots, slightly seasoned 
and mixed with green bone andy a 
dash of cayenne pepper for their 
morning feed is best. Several times 
during the day they may be fed a 
little wheat or corn chop, preferably 
whole wheat. At night they should 
be fed a full meal of corn as soon as 
they are old enough to swallow the 
kernels, and before they can eat” 
whole corn the corn chop will an- 
swer the same purpose. The objec- 
tion that corn is too fattening does 
not hold good in winter as in sum- 
mer, for so much of it is used in 
keeping. the body warm that there is 
little danger of an excess of fat. 
Every poultry raiser should know 
the importance of keeping grit be 
fore his fowls at all times. When 
chicks are to be raised with hens, a 
very warm place should be provided, 
with a small scratching shed attach- 
ed. If an ordinary coop is used for 
each brood, a heavy banking of straw 
should surround and cover it. 
Usually a small door for entrance to 
the coop is all the ventilation neces» 
sary. The floor of the conp should 
be covered with hay to the depth of 
several inches. In severe weather the 
chicks are confined ty the scratching 
shed.

In one locality in Canada Where a 
quickly fatal type of diphtheria was 
prevalent, the spread of the discase 
was for a long time puzzling ta 
those who engaged in fighting it. As 
the community was widely scattered 
and the popular fear of the disease 
very gent, it might appear to have 

een easy to avoid contagion. But 
day 2 new cases appeared in 
houses s ted by long distances 
until a king of “get in, and most 
of the uniniceted families shut them- 
selves up in their houses, and refas- 
ed all commenication with friends, 
strangers er visitors 

Still the disease continued its ra- 
vagen with deadly effect, until a clue 
was accidentally given by a young 
woman who called across the front 
garden frqgm the doorway of her 
home to a passing traveller to in- 
quire about the diphtheria epidemic. 
There was no other house within a 
mile or two, the road was little used 
and the family had so far escaped 
the pl j 

“It's as lonely as can be, the 
young Woman declared. We go no- 
where and nobody comes here. ‘The 
only excitement is over the cats, for 
old Jim is very sick, and the little 
Manx tortoiseshell is dead. We can- 
not think what in the world is the 
matter with them“ 

The words came back to her friend 
as he stood at her graveside two 
days later and heard that two lads 
of the household were aiso in the 
grip of diphtheria. 

Then a woman of means in a neigh- 
boring house asked the advice of the 
local practitioner respecting her An- 
gora, which had a sore throat. On 
general principles he refused to have 
anything to do with grimalkin, but 
advised doing away with it at once. 

Instead of following the advice the 
woman vainly attempted to save her 
pet’s life by blowing sulphur down 
its throat. The next day she devel- 
oped diphtheria, and within the week 
her baby was buried and she Was 
fighting between life and death, from 
which struggle she escaped, a physi- 
cal wreck. 

After that the cats were looked af- 
iter, when to the genera surprise it 
was discovered that very few were 
to be found. Those that remained 
had short shrift of it, but were sac- 
rificed to the public good. 

When the plague subsided there was 
not a pussy in the community and it 
Was a long time before the settlera 
began importing them. Evidence and 
subsequent result appeared to prove 
conclusively that the cats had been 
among the most potent factors in 
the spread of the disease. And the 
effect of their sickness was farther 
=. than could have been imag- 
ined. 

Dead foxes began to be found 
about the stone piles in the fields, 
and the farmers’ wives noticed \that 
the young turkeys and chickens were 
not molested by these sly thieves. 
The word was sent around that 
something was killing off the foxes.

The Duke of Abruzzi’s Expedition 
to the North Pole.

regions. Qeerini is not a common 
name, and a little investigation 
showed that Pietro Querini was a di- 
rect ancestor of the other Pictro 
Querini who lost his life in the are 
tic seas a few months ago. 

* Querini,"’ says the old manu- 
script, “sailed from Candia for Flan- 
ders on board a vessel loaded with 
merchandise and precious stones. 
When he arrived in Flan 
sold his cargo and started 
arctic regions. A storm fo 
to abandon his ship and take 
with his crew in two barks. The 
wind then carried them to the coast 
of Norway, but on January 9, 1432. 
Querini was again shipwrecked near 
the Lofoden Islands in seventy de- 
grees north latitude, and almost all 
his companions were drowned.”’ 

For some time it Was supposed 
that he, too, had been drowned, but 
in January, 1438, he appeared in 
Venice with ten companions, the on- 
ly survivors of his original crew of 
seventy-cight men. It seems that he 
succeeded in gaining the shore after 
the others had been drowned, and 
then slowly made his way home 
through Denmark and Germany.

FATHER OF MODERN JAPAN. 


What the Marquis Ito Has Done 
for the Nation. 


The Marquis Ito, who recently com- 
pleted a tour of the world, has lived 
through the romantic period ol the 
Japanese awakening, and his career 
illustrates those virtues of persever- 
ance and patience the practice of 
which has won for Japan the dis- 
tinction of being called the Germany 

He was a member of the anti-for- 
eign party in his youth; but when he 
saw Commodore Perry's squadron in 
Nagasaki harbor he decided that if 
his country was to hold its own, it 
must fight the Caucasians with mo- 
dern Weapons. tie determined to 
learn how to use those weapons, and 
although it was a capital offence for 
a Japanese to leave the Empire, 
started for England. In order to 
learn navigation, he worked his way 
to London before the mast on a sail- 
ing vessel. When the ship arrived 
the crew went ashore, and Ito, the 
future adviser of the emperor, spent 
his first night in England lonely and 
supperless in the forecastle. 

At once he set himself about mas- 
tering the ways of the west. He 
was not long in winning the confi- 
dence of men, for when Europe was 
preparing to destroy the Japanese. 
forts on the Straits of Shimonoseki, 
after they had fired on the foreign 
war vessels, he persuaded the British

could return to Japan to advise his

WATERING STOCK, 


The question of watering cattlé in 
winter in this northern climate is an 
important one with most farmers. 
Different opinions prevail as to the | 
best methods and farmers always | 
will differ in regard to the matter 
because of more or less diversity 1 
conditions. The main points of alt. 
ference are as to the advisability of | 
warming water for cattle by arti-| 
ficial means, watering more than 
once a day and having water in the 
stable for each animal, writes Mr. 
Alpha Messer. 

In regard to the first, which 
perhaps of most importance, 
ditions have somewhat to do 
the matter. When water runs a iong 
distance and the stream is a small 
one, permitting an accumulation of 
anchor ice in the tub or tank in cold 
weather. it is unquestionably the 
better method to warm the water at 
least enough to melt the ice and 
keep the tub or tank from freezing. 
but When there is a half inch stream 
or more of good spring water, tho 
Warmth and motion of which keeps 
the ice from forming on the water in 
the coldest weather, it 18 quite 
doubtful if it pays to put a heater in 
the tub. Steck ot all kinds will 
drink all of such water that they 
heed, 


AND THAT IS FNOUGH. 


Because cows for a time will drink 
more water at 65 or 70 degrees than 
at 45 or 50 is no valid argument 
that it is better for the cows. Some 
men will sometimes drink more than 
they need, but it does not make 
any better or more efficient men ot 
them in the end. I have heard far- 
mers say that when cows had warm 
Water before them the uld be 
sipping it nearly all of 'the\time and 
keep full as ticks.’’ But whuld-any 
one say that this unnatural condi- 
tion was any better for the cow, or 
that in three months time she would 
give a greater profit than if every 
day she drank what her system de- 
manded of clear cool water, and no 
more ? Careful experiments at some 
of the state experiment stations have 
shown that there is no advantage in 
warming good running water for 
stock. 

Some years ago when the agitation 
for warming water was at its height, 
I thought that perhaps it would pay 
‘to put a heater in my water tank 
for cattle and sheep, but as the 
water never freezes over in the cold- 
est weather, and the stock seemed to 
enjoy drinking it, 1 delayed the 
action.

MAKING UP COTTONS. 


In making up wash goods for sum- 
mer use, especially when making 
children's clothes, which will need fe- 
quent laundering, there are several 
facts which it is well to bear in 
mind. First as to linen, duck, gal- 
aten and the other heavy washable 
materials; these should be well 
shrunk before. cutting, to avoid 
shrinkage in laundering later. The 
goods in the piece should be left to 
soak in a tub of cold water for se- 
veral hours, then allowed to dry par- 
tially, and should lastly be ironed 
until quite dry. A dress cut from 
duck, even—the most apt to shrink 
ol all materials—is quite safe to 
wear out before it shrinks. to too 
small a size, if treated this. way. 

Thinner wash materials, such as 
lawns, percales and ginghams, may 
be cut and made up without being 
shrunk first. The*careé to be exercis- | 
ed with these comes with the first | 
laundering. Before they are washed 
they should be soaked for hours in a 
pail of water in which has been dis- 
solved a teaspoonful of surar of 
lead, which will set the color. Warm, 
not hot, Water should be used for}

HIGH CUMMISSIONER. 


On the item of $18,350 for the 
High Commissioner's office in Lon- 
don, which is an increase of $7,150 
over the cost of the same office for 
last year, Mr. Fielding explained that 
$2,000 of the increase was made up 
of such items as rent, insurance, 
jfucl, light and stationery, together 
with the income tax of the High 
Commissioner, which had always 
heen paid by the Dominion Govern- 
ment.

RUSHED TO DEATH. 


Terrible Loss of Life at New York 
Hotel Fire. 


A New York despatch says:—Six- 
teen persons who were guests at the 
Park Avenue Hotel lost their lives 
early Saturday morning, when the 
hotel was on fire, after flames had 
destroyed the 71st Regiment Armory. 
Nearly fifty other guests at the ho- 
tel were burned severely or hurt as 
they were escaping from thbir rooms, 
and many of them were sent to hos- 
pitals in the city. Many guests had 
narrow escapes from injury, and 
there were exciting rescues by fire 
men, 

Blame for the hotel management 
Was expressed because there were no 
fire escapes leading trom upper storey 
rooms to the interior court, because 
there were no rope escapes in the 
rooms of the guests, and because 
there were not adequate appliances 
for extinguishing fires in the build- 
ing. Some of the people who escap- 
ed from rooms in the hotel declared 
that no warning of the fire was 
sounded to alarm the guests. Others 
said they were warned in time. All 
who were burned in the fire had dres- 
sed themselves in readiness for flight, 
but had delayed too long in their 
rooms. ; 

The spread of the fire in the hotel 
was caused to some extent by flames 
in the elevator shaft, and the man- 
ager of the hotel declared his belief 
that thieves had start a fire at 
the bottom of the shaft to create a 
panic in the hotel and cover robber- 
ies. That theory was supported in a 
the fact that several 
rooms in the hotel were plundered 
during the excitement, and one man 
who Was caught taking articles from 
a roota Was arrested and held for ex- 
amination. An official investigation

the young, plain, 
wile of Edward 1. He had spent 80 
much mnopey in conquering Wales and 
in trying to conquer Scotland that 
he could not aflord the expenre of a 
coronation for his girl bride, and 
she had te do without the splendors 
of the pageant. 

King Henry VITI. took care that 
Anne Boleyn should be crowned with 
extreme magnificance. He desired to 
show the world hew much he toved 
her and how very much he defied the 
Bishop of Rome. 

The four wives who succeeded her 
Were never crowned at all. For one 
thing money ran short, and, for an- 
other, there may bave lurked, even 
in his masterful mind, a sense of the 
“fitness of things,“ which may have 
caused him to shrink from publicly 
crewning so many ladies in such 
very rapid succession ! 

At any rate, Uhe beloved June 
Seymour, the despised Anne of 
Cleves, the girlish Catherine How- 
ard and the wary Catherine Parr 
were never consecrated in public as 
quecn-consorts of England. 

Henrietta Maria, wife of Charles 
I. refused to be crowned. She was 
young, she was pretty, she was a 
French princess, and she declined to 
take part in a state function which 
could compel her to partake of the 
Sacrament according to Church of 
England rites. 

Sophia Dorothea of Zeil cannot be 
reckoned among the seven, because 
she was never called Queen of Eng- 
land at all. While George I. . was 
being crowned, and annointed, and— 
bored, the lady of Ahlden was pining 
in her long, monotonous captivity. -| 

Caroline of Brunswick is the last, 
and most remarkable instance of the 
uncrowned English queens. Though 
George IV. had been forced from 
popular indignation to give up the 
bill of pains and penalties 
her, nothing would 
let her share his coronation. 
Was not admitted to be present 
Westminster Abbey at all. 

Repulsed from all the entrances she 
returned to her home to die 
three weeks of a violent fever, 
brought on by months of fearful ex- 
citement.

Tho water mark which was at one 
times produred by hundreds of wires 
sewn together, is now produced by 
Plates of sheet brass, from which the 
pattern is stamped out by a steel- 
faced dic. g 

The saine secrecy that is observed 
in manufacturing the paper from 
which these millions of notes are 
produced annually guards ever 
stage of their production; the dies 
themselves from which the notes are 
printed being made entirely in the 
Bank in Threadneedle Street. 

As explained, Bank of England 
notes are always printed in pairs. 
Sach sheet is then cut in two, thus 
leaving each note ‘with ong clean-cut 
and three rough or ‘‘deckled edges“ 
u peculiarity which puzzles many who 
are ignorant of this simplo explana- 
tion. It will be observed, too, that 
on many notes—in fact, on half 
the notes issued—the top right-hand 
corner has the appearance of having 
had a piece of the paper rubbed of. 
This is done with cach sheet when in 
au state of pulp so that the printer 
may know when the watermark is 
right side up. 

Every day these notes return from 
their wanderings (in one remarkable 
case covering 111 years) to the Pank 
where each one is cancelled by hav- 
ine the corner ntaining the sigva⸗ 
ture cut off, and its return is duly 
noted in the bank registers: but as 
fast as they return. the supply never 
fails; for in its strong-room there are 
always millions of notes of an ag- 
fregate value of & 80,000,000 ready 
to take the place of those that have 
come back to the fold.

New stockholders were easily ob 
tained and the store was re-estab 
lished. At first the store was kept 
in a rented house, but later the am 
sociation built a storehouse on ita 
own lot, one of the best situated for 
business in the village. The associa- 
tion also bought other lots and 
houses, the latter for storage. 

In making these changes the asso- 
ciation also determined to sell its 
goods for cash. That is, credit was 
no longer allowed on ne 
stock, though 
the ordinary stock. 


This change was at first unpopular ~~~ ~ 25 


in a community long credit-hardened 
by the company ore system, and 
for a time the trade of the co-operu⸗ 
tive store dropped off. This loss, 
however, was only temporary, and 
the store was speedily more prosper« 
ous than ever. 

Perhaps tho best evidence. of the 
improvement wrought by the cash 
system was the increase in dividends 
brought about by it. The annual 
dividends under tho

For a 
time the association did a general 
hauling business, but the demands 
upon its teams for the delivery of 
merchandise from the store has made 
it necessary to discontinue this 
branch of its activities, 

Many of the stockholders have 
from $50 to $100 drawing interest 
in the association’s hands, and the 
association actually has more money 
than it can advantageously use in 
its business. The surplus fo tho 
last quarter Was nearly $1, and 
the last annual dividend was 12 per 
cent, For monev of the stockholders 
held on deposit the association pays 
5 per cent. - 

One very important influence of 
the association has been the lesson 


it has taught of the moral and un- 


ancial value of cash buying. Where 
ever the company stores have exist 
ed the credit-hardening process has 
reached the greater part of the 
community, with the result that 
man persons are constantly in debt 
and few save anything out of their 
earnings. * 

Nearly all the people of Bankaville 
who are not thoroughly credit-hard- 
ened deal with the co-operative store 
and it has many customers from 
other communities near at hand.

Ot mining lands 
10,476 acres were sold, having a 
value of 823.212, whiie 28,540 
acres were leased. There were 
1,367 persons located in free grant 
townships, on 148,312 acres, com- 
pared with 26% persons on 132,655 
acres in 1900. Of university lands 
5,787 acres were sold for 84.212. 
The report refers with satisfaction 
to the growth of settlement during 
the year, particularly in the Temis- 
kaming region. Twenty thousand 
letters were received with reference 
to veterans’ land grants, containing 
18,000 applications, The growth 
of the mineral industry has been 
most gratifying, the total product 
of pig iron, tor instance, being 
116,370 tons. valued at $1,701,706, 
an advance over 1900 of 53,984 
tons and . 8765,637 respectively. 
There were also made 14,471 tons

of steel, worth 8347, 280. There 


were 271,090 tons ot nickel - copper 
ores smelted, yielding 29,589 tons 
of matte, the nickel and copper 
contents of which are estimated at 
4,444 tons and 4,197 tons, respec- 
tively, a yery decided increase on 
1900.

AS TO ACCIDENTS. 


| Pullman Car and Ocean Steamer 
the Safest Places. 


According to the experience of the | 
8 insurance companies, about 
it place for a man to be ie 
in à Pu Sear or aboard an ocean 
steamer. 5 * 

Contrary to popular belief the ma- 
jority of accidents for which the in- 
surance companies are called upon 
to settle do not occur onailroads 
or steamships. In fact, the propor- 
tion of such accidents is small. 

Experience shews that it is the 
simple pedestrlen who runs the most 
risk omtside the extra hazardous oc- 
cupations, and oftenest applies to 
| the company which issued his policy. 
The most recent figures of one acci- 
dent insurance company show that 
in 1900, 14,425 claims for accidents 
were allowed and paid. Of this 
number 1,606 were accidents to 
pedestrians. 

Horses and vehicles occupy a pro- 
minent place as causing accidents 
and to them 1,017 are attributed. 
Pedestrians who are knocked down 
by runaways and otherwise injured 
by horses are taken from the pedes- 
trian class and placed among the 
victims of horses and vehicles. 

Next to these in order of import- 
ance comes the set of causes group 
ed under the heading At Home.’’ 
In this class are placed 920 of the 
accidents for which the company Was 
called upon to settle. It is to be 
remembered that many accidents 
that really occur in and about the 
house are not included in this class, 
for there are burns and scalds, in- 
juries from firearms and explosions, 
bites of animals and foreign sub- 
stances in the eye, which are other- 
wise classified. 

Steam railroads and ‘steamships 
are set down as being responsible for 
only 299 of the accidents of that 
year, and the small figures are the 
more remarkable when it is remem- 
bered that people are most likely to 
take out accident insurance when 
ihey go travelling. 

At one time the bicycle got in its 
work in a much more lively manner 
than it does at present. During the 
year under consideration 395 = acci- 
dents were attributed to that cause, 
while for the three years immediate- 
ly preceding, counting backward, the 
company settled for 450, 556 and 
884 accidents from this cause. 

All accidents in factories, in the 
erection of buildings, bridges and 
other structures, accidents resulting 
from the use of edged tools, those 
met with by laborers and men at 
work in the trades, &c., are grouped 
together, and as might be expected 
outnumber any other class. \For the 
past four years the total number -of 
all accidents for each year being 
nearly the same, the aceidents in 
this big class were 6,672, 7,047, 
7,813 and 7,520. So it seems that 
to the e he and the laborer 
come the largest risks and the great- 
est danger.’

STERILIZING MILE. 


How to Guard Against Germs of 
Tuberculosis in Food. 


Whenever one is not reasonably 
certain that the meat he eats has 
been carefully inspected and declared 
free from disease germs, it should be 
very thoroughly cooked. By this 
means one is sure to kill all the dan- 
}gerous micro-organisms.’ Against 
the sale of tubercu:ous milk there 
are very excellent laws in some 
States of the Union, which are rigor- 
| ously enforced. In some the laws 
are less „ and in some there are 
no laws at the present time. 

In justice to farmers and dairymen 

it must, however, be said that there 
are many who do their very best to 
protect themselves and their fellow- 
men from the danger of tuberculosis. 
They have their cows tested regular- 
ly, destroy the animals which are 
l found to be tuberculous, and keep 
their stables and utensils for milk as 
clean as possible. 

Unless one can be reasonably sure 
that the cows from which the milk is 
| derived are healthy and not tubercu- 
lous, the milk should be boiled or 
| sterilized before use, more especially 
i when it is intended as food for child- 
ren. Milk obtained from stores and 
from milk peddlers should invariably 
ibe submitted to boiling or steriliza- 
tion: When milk is kept slowly boil- 
ing for five minutes, all the bacilli 
are killed, and the sama result is ob- 
tained by the sterilizing process, 
that is to say, to keep the milk 
heated for at least half an hour at a 
temperature of about 70 degrees C. 
or 160 degrees F. There are now in 
the market a number of cheap and 
practical apparatuses for 
milk, which can be 
most any drugstore.

BLACK MATERIAL. 


This is known as humus. The chief! 
reasons Why our arable soils are no 
longer as fruitful as of old is the 
lack of this humus. The influence of 
humus upon a soil is most startling. 
Consisting as it does of decayed 
vegetable matter, it is exceedingly 
rich in plant food in very available | 
form. Its presence prevents the es- 
cape of fertility from any soil 
through washing, and is, therefore, 
valuable to all soils, not alone as a 
substance rich in fertility itself, but 
as a retainer of fertilit¥ otherwise 
likely to be carried off hy surface 
water or worked down beyond the 
reach of common roots by percola- 
tion. In brief, it improves the phy- 
sical condition of the soil. Humus 
being so great a factor in soil fer- 
tility, how shall we get it ? How 
shall we increase the store, and 
how retain what we gain ? Farm- 
yard manure is a fruitful source, 
and, being scarce, it follows that the 
increase will be slow. Another 
source is sod. Everyone knows the 
rich soil, giving such relatively 
heavy crops, after a sod has been 
turned over. It seems odd that the 
average farmer has not, generally 
speaking, availed himself at shorter 
intervals and with more regularity 
of this evident means of increasing 
his crops. Lack of humus, or irre- 
gular or uncertain treatment of a 
soil, are the two most common and 
injurious mistakes of present-day 
agriculture in Canada, but both are 
easily remedied. The remedy is ex- 
pressed in one word—rotation—a re-

SUCCESSION OF OROPS.

Still 
live in straw, grain, seeds and manu« 
factured products of the mill where 
neither arsenics nor irritants can 
be used. In such places the fumes of 
various gases are employed for their 
destruction. Farmers should care

VALUE OF SALT FOR SHEEP. 


The value of salt for sheep is, 
shown by an experiment in Franee,. 
where three lots of animals, fed’ 
alike on hay, straw, potatoes and 
beans for 124 days, one lot had no 
salt, one had half an ounce of salt 
each every day, and the other had 
three-fourths of an ounce. Those 
that had half an ounee gained four 
land u half pounds each more than 
Pre which had no salt, and one 
and one~juarter pounds more than 
those which had more than half “an 
ounce. So it seems that too much 
Salt can be given, as well as too 
little. The salted sheep . one 
and three-quarters pounds more of 
wool and a better fleece than those 
that had no salt, showing better re 
sults in the wool—that is, larger 
profit than in the flesh.

FEW RESTRICTIONS PLACED 
ON THEIR FREEDOM. 


One Went a Little too Far, Made 


as if to Escape, and Was 
Shot. 


If our Continental aeighbors had 


only seen as much of the manner in 


which the Boers are treated by the 
British as I have they would 
their slanderous lies. 
turned from St. Helena after.residing | 
there for eight months, and during 
that time came into daily contact | 
with the prisoners and the soldiers 
Who guard them, writes a correspond- 
ent. 

There are between five thousand 
and six thousand Bors in camp at 
Broadbottom and Deadwood, and a 
considerable number in the public | 
gardens and hospital grounds in 
Jamestown, the quaint little capital 
which lies in a valley flanked on 
either aideby. dark brown hills, de- 
void of a patch “OT green _to relieve 
their dull monotony. . 


In this town they were . 
on parole, and all of them were given 
work by the Government. their wages 
being about IS. per day. Very often 
these men were employed by private 
contractors unloading transports, 
coaling Warships, cutting down tim- 
ber, etc. They were paid 6d per 
hour for this work: 

Two or three transports every week 
call at St. Helena with cattle and 
general stores for the feeding of 
prisoners, and they are unloaded by 
jocal contractors. The Governor is 
asked for prisoners to do the Vork, 
and then you see the strange ano- 
inaly of prisoners of war paid to land 
the food which they themselves will 
eat. Would any of our Continental 
friends pay their prisoners of war 5s. 
a day for doing work necessary for 
their own well being?

They generally go out 
in batches in charge of one of their 
officers who is held responsible for 
their safe custody while on parole. 

The Governor of the isiand was at 
first so lenient towards them that 
they began to take advantage of his 
goodness. The end of all things was 
reached when the authorities discov- 
ered Lieutenant Eloff and four others 
attempting to escape in a small boat 
which had been stocked with provi- 
sions, 

The day after the farcical attempt 
I chatted with an old Boer about the 
affair. He said: Elofl wanted no- 
toriety, and will do anvthing to at- 
tain that end. The prisoner who got 
the stock of provisions for the boat 
was a Jew, and he yeceived 80 rom 
Elofl,. He knew well enough that his 
chances of escape Were small.“ The 
old Boer was angry because, as he 
said: Our freedom will be curtailed 
through his (Elof’s) silly attempt at 


escape.“ 
A TRAGIC TALE. 

Here is another instance showing 
why the Botrs ought to be dealt 
With firmly. A draft of Gloucesters 
were sent out to feinforce the bat~ 
talion already stationed on the is- 
land. The soldiers were somewhat 
youthful in appearance, just having 
passed through their recruits’ train- 
ing man of them, in fact, were lit- 
tle better than mere boys. 

They were duly put on guard duty 
round the prisoners’. camp, and the 
sarcastic Boers never left off chaffing 
them, asking, for instance, whether 
they had brought their nurses with 
them.

THE CONSUMPTIVE’S ROOM. 


Precautions to be Taken Nurses 
and With the W A 


There is real danger from thie 
source of infection only when one re- 
mains a considerable length of time 
very mear the tuberculous patient 
while he coughs or speaks. At a dis- 
tance of three or four feet the dan- 
ger practically ceases. The relative- 
ly few bacilli which are expelled with 
the ‘saliva during the dry cough, 
eneezing or loud speaking, are pro- 
bably never thrown ‘arther than 
three feet, and fall rapidly to the 
ground. 

But even the lesser danger which 
may arise from the bacilli having 
fallen to the floor with the particles 
of salive must be prevented. They 
must not be allowed to accumulate 
and so be blown up with the dust 
into the air. Therefore the floor of 
a tuberculous patient should never 
have any fixed carpet; and ew 
en the wooden floor should never be 
swept with a broom, but should be 
frequently wiped with a wet cloth 
or With crude oil. Dusty furniture 
should be cleaned in the same way. 
Flush, velvet, or cloth-cevered fur 
niture, heavy curtains or other fancy 
decorations which might serve as 
dust-catchers, should not be allowed 
in the room of a tuberculous patient. 
Leather-covered, rattan, and plain 
wooden furniture are certainy the 
best, and the curtains should al- 
ways be of washable material. Fancy 
curtains of cloth, velour, or silk, 
which accumulate dust and keep the 
air and sun out of the rooms, 

SHOULD BE DISCARDED. 


If at all possible, every patient 
should have his own room, but he 
should always have his own bed. For 
n well person to sleep very close to 
a tuberculous patient is almost as 
dangerous as to sleep together in one 
bed 


Freinds, relatives aud nurses should 
not remain very near the patient 
longer than n „and the tuber- 
culous invalid should be urged al- 
ways to hold a handkerchief before 
his mouth and nose while coughing 
or sneezing. He should, furthermore, 
be advised to carry two handker- 
chiefe with him always: one to hold 
before his mouth and to wipe it 
with after having expectorated; the 
other to use only to wipe his nose. 
By being -areful with the use of his 
handherchiefs, the danger of infecting 
his nose and bronchial tubes will be 
materially lessened, :

PAINTING THE CEREMONY.

Difficulties Which Beset Artists at 
Their Work. 


The coronation of King Edward 
VII. is to be painted by the Amerl- 
can artist, Mr. E. A. Abbey. He 
will doubtless do full justice to the 
scence ; and he will probably find his 
path freed from many of tho difi- 
culties which beset his famous pre- 
decessor in such work, the English 
artist, W. BP. Frith. 

Mr. Frith, by command of the 
Queen, painted a picture of the mar- 
riage of the Prince of Wales. It was 
a huge canvas ten feet long crowded 
with figures, each of which was a 
portrait, and each of which must 
be not only a likeness, but correctly 
costumed in every detail, oven to 
miniature orders, stars and crosses. 

Some of his sitters that should 
have been would not sit ; others 
could not others would not wear 
or lend their valuable robes and 
jewels.

„One royal lady, the Duchess of 
Brabant, made a curious stipulation.
